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[57] Claims 

1. A fan blade of an axial flow fan, wherein a fine depression and projection are 
provided on an upper surface and a lower surface of an edge of each fan blade. 

2. The fan blade of the axial flow fan according to Claim 1, wherein the fine 
depressions and projections on an upper surface and a lower surface of an 
edge are designed as a separate component to mount the separate 
component on each fan blade.
